National Presidential Primary Eyed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
of the most influential mem­ 
bers of the Senate will propose 
Monday a constitutional amend­ 
m ent 
establishing 
a 
national 
presidential prim ary election. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield of Montana and 
Sen. George D. Aiken of Ver­ 
m ont, the dean of Republican 
senators, say the present sys­ 
tem of separate state prim aries 
on separate dates under differ­ 
ent laws is a political circus, 
unfair to the candidates and the 
voters. 
The 
candidates 
pick 
and 
choose state prim aries in which 
they think they can be success­ 
ful, Mansfield said in a speech 
prepared for delivery in the 
Senate. And, he said, “ no two 


. . . primary tests offer the vot­ 
er or the hopeful candidates 
any resemblance of sim ilar op­ 
portunities.” 


R EA L ISSUE 
Mansfield said the real issue 
in Tuesday’s Florida prim ary, 
for example, “ has little, if any­ 
thing, to do with the m atter of 
selecting a presidential candi­ 
date.”

million),

50 million estimated 
from the lottery and at least 
21 million more estimated from 
horse racing; 
the Legislature 
should exempt these properly 
defined four classifications from 
further tax burden.

All Around the Town 


Patriots Concerned 


With Cannon Casting 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 
Area Historian 


The late Charles B, Montgomery left a num ber 
of brief notations about the iron industry during 
the Revolution, which surely would have been 
further implimented by him at this time were he 
still alive. 
A few of his notes are in the vault of the Ches­ 
ter County Historical Society, where he did much 
of his research. From the Pennsylvania Archives 
( “Memn. Book of the Committee of Safety” ) he 
extracted a few words revealing that Rutter and 
Potts offered some ore at Colebrookdale to try 
experim ents in casting cannon 
noting that 
Hereford Furnace was the nearest furnace. Many 
earlier iron historians had established that the 
Colebrookdale works were closed down ^ by this 
time, but to Montgomery, this reference “to test­ 
ing Colebrookdale ore at H e r e f o r d Furnace 
proves Colebrookdale to be in a ruined condition. 
His prem ise was probably correct. 
The establishment of a new furnace in Here­ 
ford Township to supply the demands of the 
Continental army created professional business 
for David Schultze, surveyor and public accoun­ 
tant at Pennsburg. One of the papers drawn up by 
him concerns the matter of supplying the raw 
m aterials necessary for the successful operation 
of the Hereford iron works. 
Another is a record of a supply road surveyed 
by him Oct. 21, 1779. This paper, like many of the 
S c h u l t z e documents, is still available at the 
Schwenklelder Library. Because so many of the 
nam es mentioned are fascinating, we reprint the 
survey in part: 
“Beginning at the old Mt. Pleasant Furnace 
near the house of William Butz and thence from 
the Pottsgrove Road continuing and passing the 
mills of Daniel Bop and Frederick Brand and. by 
the new forge of William and Christian Butz and 
and by the houses of the Widow Acker and Ludwig 
Gouck, then continuing to the great road that 
leads from Phila. to Max a. tawny — being in 
length 3 m iles. 260 perches. . 
This matter of casting cannon was a large 
area operation during the war years. In our last 
column we mentioned the problems confronting 
Frederick Antes in removing the core of his 18 
pounders at Warwick furnace. Another letter by 
Captain Daniel Joy to the “Honble Council of 
War” at Philadelphia, this one dated "April ye 
15th 1777” , delineates a situation at Reading Fur­ 
nace: 
“ As Mr. Old is at Windsor Sick I oppened 
your’s to him p. express and observed the con­ 
tents. Here is eight Swivel guns and about one 
Ton of Shot one Pound and 1% lb, part of which 
with the Swivels will be sent down tomorrow... I 
have not seen Mr. Old yet. As soon as I arrived 
here, Sent your letter and wrote myself to Mr. 
Old putting him in minde of his premiss of m a k ­ 
ing the large Guns as they were preparing to lay 
a new hearth in the Furnace which unless laid 
very large would not contain m etal sufficient. Mr. 
Old being obliged to keep his bed Sick, but he 
sent word to his Founder to have the hearth laid 
as large as he thought Should have water suf- 
ficent to blow it. Now the Founder is laying it 
much larger than usual but not large enough. . . 
"The Springs are very low; this creek has a 
little water as at any tim e last summer. There­ 
fore I dispair of getting any long guns from this 
unless you build an Air Furnace here that will 
contain about one Ton, then I think you would 
get a parcel of good guns. If you sho’d think that 
expedint you should get all your white clay that 
is at your Brass Foundery m ade into Bricks as 
soon as possible. Mr. Old has a perticular kinde 
of Ore th at would m ake good Iron for an Air 
F u rnace and another kind very Strong that will 
sute for the Blast. . .” 
We do not know why Frederick Antes discon­ 
tinued his experimentations with cannon casting 
at Warwick. It is possible, of course, that the 
proprietors becam e “ vext” with him (see last 
column for context in which word was used). In 
any event, Antes did receive his commission as a 
colonel May 6, 1777. 
Following that date, he served with his regi­ 
ment, the 6th Battalion Pennsylvania Militia, 
which consisted of eight companies all drawn 
irom townships in w h a t is now Montgomery 
County. They were Douglass, Frederick, Limer­ 
ick, Marlborough, New Hanover, Upper Hanover, 
Perk ¡omen and Salford. 
His captains in com m and of these companies 
were: 1st, John Brooke; 2nd, Benjamin Brooke; 
3rd, P eter Lower; 4th, Philip Hahn; 5th, P eter 
Richards; 6th, Michael Dotterer; 7th, Andrew 
Reed; 8 t h , 
Childs. 
Among the names of those old patriots are re­ 
presented almost every fam ily name still spread 
across this sam e region. The nam es include Reif- 
snyder, Bertolet, Henry. Jacob, Boyer and Henry 
Sassam an — the man who later built a church 
for his neighbors. 
From published military accounts of Pennsyl­ 
vania we extract this statem ent, rendered by 
William Antes, a son of Frederick and a sub-lieu­ 
tenant for Philadelphia county: 
"United States Dr. 
“To William Antes, Esq. 
"Paid ( a p t . Michael D otterer amount of his 
payroll. “ Feb. 28. 1778, (pounds) 321/10 10.” 
After the Revolutionary W ar, in the considera­ 
tion of a s e v e r e depreciation of continental 
money, Pennsylvania tried to make good some of 
the losses to the soldiers of the ranks, at least in 
part. Land owned by the state was donated to 
the survivors, but as it was not salable, little 
benefit accrued to the veterans from the gift. In 
som e cases the taxes were not paid, and the land 
was then sold for this balance due. The following 
is a contemporary news account: 
Feb. 5. 1833. “The Legislature granted $40 to 
Matthew George, and he died.” Was this from 
shock? 
From tim e to time we shall reprint a few 
local obituaries.

Britain, China 
Will Exchanged 
Ambassadors 


LONDON ' APi — Britain and 
China have agreed to exchange 
ambassadors, 22 years after 
London first recognized the Pe­ 
king government, British and 
Chinese sources disclosed Sun­ 
day night. 
The agreement came in the 
past few days after Britain ac­ 
knowledged Taiwan to be part 
of China and the Communist 
government the lawful ruler of 
the whole country, the infor­ 
mants said. 
Until now Britain has main­ 
tained that the status of Taiwan 
remains to be internationally 
determined. 
A formal statement announc­ 
ing the agreement is due to be 
issued in London and Peking 
Monday, unless some last min­ 
ute development leads the Chi­ 
nese to change their minds. 
Sources said President Nix­ 
on’s visit to China had the ef­ 
fect of easing the way toward] 
the agreement. 
Britain and China have had a 
diplomatic 
relationship 
since 
1950 but each is represented in 
the other’s capital by a charge 
d’affaires, whose rank is less 
than that of a full ambassador. 
A main reason for this has 
been China’s demand that Brit-1 
ain revise its stand on Taiwan. 
Ever since 1950 Britain has 
maintained a Consulate in Tan- 
fui, a province of Taiwan, and 
this also irked the Communists.

Robert P. Casey, whose con­ 
stitutional chore it is to wat­ 
chdog Keystone State taxpayer 
contributions in support of 
Pennsylvania’s 
thrce-billion- 
dollar bureaucratic pyramid. 
Generally, Gen. Casey is on 
his watchdogging toes to a fine 
fare-thee-well, which is as it 
should be, albeit in the past 
it not always has been, by any 
stretch of the imagination. 
In the present case, Casey is 
not questioning the legality of 
the 
pending 
purchase; 
but 
rather the propriety, terming 
the proposal an “'ostentatious 
luxury at a time when tax­ 
payers are being asked to cough 
up more and more of their 
disposable income”.

Geopolitics Takes a New Turn 


Now that quiet has returned, 
I raise a lone and timid voice 
to 
suggest 
that 
President 
Richard Nixon was right, in 
presenting, over a period of 
years, 
Taiwan 
to 
China. 
Hopefully, it may Ik* the 
beginning of the end of that old 
p o I i t i c a I philosophy called 
“spheres of influence.” 
As the U.S. retreats from 
Vietnam a sure loser in a long 
and costly war, we study our 
burned hands. In the last 55 
years we have made outright 
gifts, or loans, or Ix*nd-Lease 
to the total of 300 billions of 
dollars, and I speak only of 
what will not 1m* repaid. If we 
had our own money back we 
would be practically out of debt 
to ourselves. 
It is 27 years since Prime 
Minister 
Winston 
Churchill, 
ruddy with anger, shouted: “I 
did not 'become His Majesty’s 
first minister to sit at the 
dissolution of the British Em­ 
pire.” He is gone, and the 
empire is gone. 
Franklin I). Roosevelt was 
criticized for giving Poland 
away 
to the 
Russians 
in 
February, IMS, at Yalta. They 
said he did it to get Soviet 
acquiescence to his notion of a 
United Nations. What no one 
mentioned was 
that 
three 
Russian army groups were then 
on Polish soil, and no one was 
powerful enough to evict them. 
In 1898, we fought a war with 
Spain. One of the goals was to 
grant freedom to helpless Cuba, 


and what, I ask. is our helpless 
friend's attitude toward the 
United Slates today? Is Premier 
Fidel Casro our ally? 
The situation today is one that 
E u r o p e 
refers 
to 
as 
“realpolitik.” Briefly stated it 
considers each problem 
of 
foreign policy in the light of 
what is possible, and turns its 
back to the rest of it. For 
example, it is possible to assist 
little Israel with the U.S. Sixth 
Fleet. If the Russians, who are 
much 
closer 
geographically, 
move in with massive armies, 
we and Israel will lose. 
In 1949 when Chiang Kai-shek 
refused to share power in China 
with the Communists, he lost 
the last battle and fled to 
Taiwan. There he begged loan 
after loan from the United 
States and promised that he 
w o u I d 
raise 
a 
mighty 
Nationalist army that would 
invade Mainland China and 
restore a government which, in 
his myopia, was called a 
democracy. 
He has not done it. He will 
not do it. He cannot do it. The 
only item which has kept. 
M, a in I a nd China from gobbling 
up Taiwan and the small off­ 
shore islands is a U.S. fleet. 
Wisely, President Nixon has 
turned 189 degrees away from 
“spheres of influence” and. 
little 
by little, 
is 
pulling 
American soldiers home from 
T*i i wa n, Vietnam, (lermany a nd 
Japan. 
We have been the self- 


appointed guardians of what is 
right and just in the world. 
Often we play God. I am not 
an 
isolationist 
and 
cannot 
equate my political credo with 
that of the late Col. “Berie” 
McCormick of Chicago, but I 
do believe that our best efforts 
and our primary goal should be 
to take care of the 208.000,090 
people in the United States. 
If, after we give them a 
livelihood with reasonable food 
clothing and housing, there is 
something left — give it to the 
helpless in other parts of the 
world. India, with 547,000.000 
people many of them, starving 
has sufficient strength to fight 
and defeat West Pakisan. Wc 
have sent billions in money and 
grain to the Hindus and when 
they go to war wc back the 
lasers. 
I have been around the world 
twice, and I have seen the only 
durable items America has 
exported: white crosses in neat 
rows around the globe. We have 
two kinds of soldiers: the living 
and the dead.

The living must be armed, 
clothed, fed and paid. The 
billions of dollars they cost is 
spent largely in the countries 
they occupy. For years the 
defeated in wars suffered such 
occupancy, because it was the 
only way they could 'become 
rich again. They took American 
dollars from our soldiers and 


exchanged them for gold from 
Fort Knox. 
Our military experts know — 
but do not mention it — that 
what America requires toward 
the end of the 20th century is 
a big mobile navy, a big air 
force, a small elite army and 
the ICBM missiles we already 
have. 
I will not say that President 
Nixon won his first round with 
the Chinese. The communique 
is clear he gave more than he 
got. Any high school student can 
research the subject of Taiwan, 
or any of the other lands we 
claim to protect with our lives 
and our treasure, in the local 
library. 
If he wants to get an "A,” 
lie had better begin by stating 
that Uncle Sam is a sentimental 
simpleton.

Deserves a Waitsee

TOKYO — The reaction to the

Those 
in the middle will have the good 
sense to give the seed a chance 
to sprout. After all it ain’t 
spring yet. It may come up an 
onion or it may come up a rose. 
Whatever the outcome, that 
was no reckless spur - of - the 
- moment decision the President 
made to go to China, as ex­ 
traordinary as it struck the rest 
of us. Picure the soul-searching 
that must have gone on in the 
man himself. What an in­ 
credible change it represented 
in a man who, as a younger 
politician, was labeled as a pet 
of Chiang Kai-shek’s well-heeled 
“China Lobby.” 
If a President had exercised 
his divine right and hied, himself 
off to Communist China during 
the Joe McCarthy era — or 
Nixon’s days as a Congressional 
Red hunter — Nixon would have 
taken an active role in the 
impeachment proceedings. 
The world changes and so 
does Richard Nixon. Only a 
year or so ago he bet all of 
his Presidential prestige on the 
difficult task of pushing through 
Congress a multi-billion dollar 
anti-missile program which he 
a s s u r e d the Congressional 
critics and purse-holders was 
directed against the eventual 
threat of Chinese rocket attacks 
on continental America. 
Also, in the wake of the 
narrow victory he achieved on 
Capitol Hill, Nixon assured the 
Soviet Union that all that he 
had done was directed against 
Chinese missiles, not Russia's. 
A hasty reader might have 
gained the impression that he 
was saying to the Kremlin,

“Let me therefore state in 
response to this and any related 
question — and let me do it 
once and not repeat it — w*o 
stated our basic position with 
respect to this issue in the 
President's World Report in 
which we say that this treaty 
(with Nationalist China) will he 
m a i n t a i n e d . Nothing has 
changed on that position. The 
position of the World Report 
stands and has been unaltered.”

Prospers on Ingenuity, Skill

Most automobiles made in the 
United States have engines in, 
the front but are driven by the 
rear wheels. Getting that power 
from front to back marked the 
beginning of the huge Spicer 
Universal Joind Division of 
Dana Corp., 125 South Keim St.

automobiles, mechanics used a 
bicycle chain to transmit the 
revolutions of the drive shaft 
to the rear wheels. 
They did, that is, until an 
I l l i n o i s 
farmboy 
turned 
m e c h a. ni c a. 1 genius,, named 
Clarence Spicer invented the 
universal 
joint. 
This 
part 
enabled car manufacturers to 
build drive shafts extending 
from the engine to the rear 
wheels that are strong, reliable 
and relatively maintenance-free. 
Spicer’s genius didn’t extend 
to the business world, however, 
and the company he started in 
1917 to manufacture the device 
might have folded under his 
leadership. 


But in 1920 a knowledgeable 
young New York lawyer named 
Charles 
Dana 
bought 
the 
business and began, looking for 
a suitable location for a large 
plant. 
The Chadwick Automobile 
Co., a. small car manufacturing: 
firm on South Keim St., chose 
that year to close and Dana’s 
new firm moved into Chad­ 
wick’s building. 
Dana recognized the great 
promise the automobile held for 
America’s industrial growth and. 
began buying and starting other 
plants to make a wide variety 
of component parts for the 
automobile. 
Today, Dana is a mammoth 
corporation with three plants 
and more than 20,000 employes. 
Dana makes many of the 
automobile parts used by the 
big three and, other automobile 
and truck manufacturers. 
At the Pottstown plant, drive 
s h a f t s 
for 
trucks 
are 
manufactured... Every day drive 
shafts are built for shipment. 
Most of the drive shafts Dana 


makes are basically the «ame 
but because they must have 
special hookups to fit trucks of 
different makes and models, 
hundreds of different drive 
shafts actually are made. 
To make the shafts, heavy 
steel tubes 4 feet long, require 
1,000 to 1,100 people, millions 
of dollars worth of machines, 
and all the ingenuity the 
company can muster. 
The plants receive, as basic 
raw materials, steel strips that 
are used to make the shafts: 
and steel forgings which are 
hammered and ground to make 
the bearings, yokes and flanges 
for the shafts. 
Certain parts must be heat- 
treated in furnaces to remove 
stresses and to strengthen the 
steel. After the shafts are 
formed, the parts are heat 
treated, hammered or ground, 
then 
assemblers put 
them 
together to form the drive 
shafts.

effortless enthusiasn. 
“The building is shaped like 
a U,” he explained as he 
pointed, to a, labyrinth of 
massive machines and people. 
At one end of the U we receive 
the steel strips and forgings 
from the steel companies,. 
“At the curve of the U are 
the machines that make the 
parts and the assemblers. At 
the other end of the U is the 
shipping department.” 
He pointed out a room where 
the steel, is heat-treated and the 
bearings are stamped from the 
steel. In the middle a huge 
stamping machine cuts bearing 
races from steel tubes like a 
knife cut taffy. He picked up 
one of the bearings. “These 
bearings are made to extremely 
close tolerances, to 
a 
thousandth of an inch,” he said. 
Diffenderfer moved along the 
U to the machines that grind 
a rough forged piece of steel 
into a precise part and on to 
the machines that assemble the 
parts into the completed drive 
shafts. 
“Flexibility is essential to our 
operation,” he said as he 
dodged a forklift truck driving 
along an aisle. “Some com­ 
panies built a huge monorail 
system to move their parts 
along the assembly line but it 
ties the company down, to that 
one layout. 
“By using wide aisles and 
trucks, we can change our 
layout more easily, And our 
machines are flexible. Auto 
manufacturers constantly are 
modifying their engines and 
drive trains and so do we.” 
Diffenderfer is proud of the 
machines that turn out the 
parts, most, of which he helped 
design and the assembly line 
process he helped lay out, but 
the biggest factor in the success 
of the plant is its workers. 
“Wre don’t have anything near 


the problems the big cor­ 
porations have in Detroit,” he 
d e c l a r e d . “You’re always 
reading about the poor quality 
workmanship, the absenteeism, 
and the ‘don’t care’ attitude 
that many of the employes of 
the big three1 companies contend 
with. But the people here in 
Pottstown are tremendous work­ 
ers.“We have a lot of highly 
talented people here at Dana,” 
he continued, “and they don’t 
all wear white shirts. Most of 
our machine operators excell at 
what they do and they're proud 
of their work. 
“For example, when we have 
a new machine or process to 
design, the machine operator is 
the first person we go to 
because he known more about 
the problem than anybody 
else.” 
Diffenderfer attributes the 
high quality of the workers to 
the small town setting. “Many 
of our people’s fathers worked 
here, and worked here several 
decades themselves. We have a 
number of fathers and. sons 
working in the plant as well 
“All this gives the people an 
appreciation for the plant and 
their work. The company has 
been in the community 52 years 
and the welfare of the company 
and the people is closely tied.” 
The engineer stressed that 
progress and promotion within 
the plant is possible. “We have 
14 engineers and only one of 
them has a degree, Most of 
them worked their way up like 
I did. 1 started as a machinist. 
The future of Dana looks 
excellent, Diffenderfer added. 
“ We’re expanding the plant 
another 51,000 square feet,” he 
said. “It’s going to be a big 
project to move machines and 
other equipment into the new 
section while keeping up with 
our weekly quota.” 
A n o t h e r 
project 
Dana 
engineers are laboring over is 
the new glidecote process. 
Glidecoat is a nylon coating the 
firm will begin putting on .some 
of its moving parts. 
According to Diffenderfer, 
glidecoat is the wonderdrug of 
the drive shaft business.. The 
application will improve the 
working action of drive shaft 
and extend, its life many times 
over.

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Negro Teacher Takes Own Life to Stress W ish for Racial Harmony 


(Editor a S o le: Paul Cabell 
lean 2fi, a respected educa­ 
tor u ith ifi bright fture. Y et 
h u t tiumfJi he put a shotgun 
to his head and kilted him ­ 
self. The follow ing tells the 
story of Paul Cabell, a victim 
of the turmoil of the timen 
in which he lived; a story of 
an unrequited love o f m an­ 
kind.) 


FLINT, Mich. lAP) - When 
Paul 
Cabell 
Jr. 
became 
a 
teacher he was convinced he 
could do a great deal to ease 
racial tensions between white 
and black students. 
A product of Detroit’s black 
ghetto, Cabell felt certain of his 
ability to 
communicate 
with 
youngsters, especially blacks. 
Four years later Cabell was 
assistant principal of Beecher 
District High School. But those 
four years had been m arred by 
racial strife at the two high 
schools at which he taught. 
So on Feb. 24, Paul Cabell, 26 
and married, put a shot gun to 
his head and committed sui­ 
cide. He left behind a long let­ 
ter telling of the frustrations of 
a black man rising to achieve 
racial harm ony—and failing. 
The letter chided 
students, 
especially some of the blacks, 
for what he considered their 
own 
failure 
to 
work 
hard 
enough for racial peace. 
He rebuked those “ who were 
overcome by the myopic single­ 
ness of blackness” and who re ­ 
sorted to violence. But th e n - 
much in the tone of a forgiving 
father—he asked: “do you pun-j 
ish a child who is learning to 
walk when he falls?” 


F A R E W E L L M E S S A G E 
His farewell message added: 
“To the white students I com­ 
mend you for keeping your cool 
as long as you did. Tolerance 
and patience be ever yours. 
“To 
the 
vast 
m ajority 
of 
blacks who did not take a stand 
but who let the words of a few 
hotheads turn your mind away 
from what it is all about, I say 
it is for you I die. 
“After much careful thought, 
there is no other way I can im ­ 
press on you. the need to stop 
standing back and to force out 
those sick people who will nev­ 
er let us blacks become equal 
because they want to compete 
or fight with white folks instead 
of working and understanding 
them . I die to em phasize to you 
and all m inority 'people who 
ever dream to be free that it 
can come only through working 
together. It seems to me there 
is no other way to get your at­ 
tention.” 


“ G O O D C A U S E " 
Says his widow, C artilla: 
“He died in a good cause and 
for the thing in which he be­ 
lieved—the cooling off of racial 
feelings among students.” 
Cabell, born less than two 
miles from the spot where the 
1967 Detroit riots erupted, had 
only two assignm ents as an 
educator in his short life. Both 
were marked with racial in­ 
cidents which 
apparently 
af­ 
fected him deeply. 
His string of academ ic cred­ 
its was an. impressive one—at­ 
tendance for a year at Eastern 
Michigan 
University, 
then 
a 
transfer to Western Michigan 
University where he bot 
his 
bachelor’s degree. Then came a 
m aster's degree in education 
from: the University of Mich­ 
igan. He had completed all the 
classroom work for his doctor­ 
ate at the University of Mich­ 
igan at the time of his death. 
“ With 
that 
kind 
of 
back­ 
ground, 
Paul 
probably 
could 
have been a superintendent of 
schools or a college adm inis­ 
trator, maybe even the presi­ 
dent of a small college, but he 
wanted to stay at the level 
where he could work with stu­ 
dents,” said his fellow teacher 
and friend, Mike Irwin of But- 
zel Junior High in Detroit. 
Cabell’s two years at Butzel 
were marked by student pro­ 
tests against the administration 
and as Irwin explained, “ Paul 
found himself in the tough posi­ 
tion of trying to be a teacher 
and a black at the sam e tim e 
as he tried to cool off the at­ 
mosphere.” 
His switch to Beecher High 
seemed like a dream come true 
at first, said Mrs. Cabell. In ad­ 
dition to his assistant principal 
role, Cabell got a foundation 
grant to help him carry on his 
studies for his Ph.D. and he 
helped run a special program 
outside of school hours which 
helped school dropouts get their 
diplomas. 


M O S T L Y W H I T E 
“ The Beecher faculty Is pre­ 
dominantly white but it accept­ 
ed Paul and his high-ranking 
job of assistant principal with­ 
out a word of protest and 
the 
cooperation he got was great,” 
said Robert M. Towns, princi­ 
pal at Beecher. 
Cabell worked hard at main­ 
taining as much rapport as pos­ 
sible between the races at the 
1,000 student school. His job 
called for 
him to be a 
dis­ 
ciplinarian 
as well IS an 
at­ 
tendance supervisor. 
Tha t put hi mi in a tough spot 
for he had to hand out extra 
study hours and other punish­ 
ment to blacks as well as white 
students. 


Rennie Taylor, a 17-year-old 
black student at Beecher, ex­ 
plained, “ Some of the black 
students did not like him, 'be­ 
cause occasionally they were 
called into his office for being 
late, absent or for other rea­ 
sons. He was a very under­ 
standing person 
but 
when I 
talked 
with 
him 
in 
recent 
months he seemed concerned 
that he could not get anything 
done.” 


A similar view came from 
fellow black George Moss, who 
taught 
Afro-American 
history 
at the school, and w as collabo­ 
rating with Cabell on a book on 
the subject. 
“The thing that Paul had to 
face up to was that as an as­ 
sistant principal he was part of 
the system whether he liked it 
or not,” said Moss. “ Paul and 1 
were real good friends and I 
have 
the highest regard for 


him, but I often told him he 
would have to change his posi­ 
tion. 
“ In the last weeks of Paul’s 
life,” Moss continued, " I saw a 
man in transition, a man awak­ 
ening to the unbreakable ties 
which he as a black man had 
with other black men.” 
Most of those who knew Ca­ 
bell agreed the school events of 
Feb. 1.8 touched off the string of 
events that ended with the shot­ 


gun blast that took his life. 
“When trouble broke out in 
the school, there were separate 
assemblies for white and. black 
students,” 
said 
Moss. 
The 
school has about 35 per cent 
black enrollment. 
“ Paul went into the black as­ 
sembly to talk with the kids but 
the blacks—at least some of 
them —refused to listen to him. 
called him an. Uncle Tom and 
said he was not black enough.”

'(Continuad1 (rom P»qa Twanty-Ont) 
touched, as he thought over 
some problems that occurred at 
the school that day. 
“Paul grew increasingly con­ 
cerned in his last few days be­ 
cause of the way things were 
going at school. Some people 
had suggested using police but 
he wanted to keep the 'police 
away, not because he did not 
like 
them:, 
but

thought their presence would do 
no goad In easing the 'problems 
between blacks and whites. 
“ On the day before he died, 
he cam e home from school and 
prayed that there would be a 
heavy snowstorm so they would 
have to d ose the school the 
n eit day,'* she said. It did not 
snow that night. 
Says Principal 'Towns: “Paul 
was a black man accused by 
some blacks of not 'being black 
enough. Some whites thought 
he was too black.

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Presidential Candidates See Florida Race as National Primary 
MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Sen.. 
Henry M. “Scoop” Jackson of 
the state of Washington figured 
it out right away. 
“North Florida” said the 
Democratic candidate for presi­ 
dent, “is Dixieland. South Flor­ 
ida is the North. And the rest 
of the nation lies in between.” 
Indeed, Florida is a micro­ 
cosm of the United States from 
beginning to end. It is. a state 
that harbors every brand of po­ 
litical thought and action ex­ 
cept the far left. 
And it is a state where 10 
'Democrats will battle in the 
March 14 presidential primary. 
“It will be a national primary 
in a very real sense,” says an­ 
other of the Democratic hope­ 
fuls, Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey 
of Minnesota. 
At stake are 81 Democratic 
delegates to the national con­ 
vention July 9 at Miami Beach. 
The candidate who gets a plu­ 
rality wins 20 at-large dele­ 
gates. The others are divided 
among leaders in the 12 con­ 
gressional districts, apportioned 
according to each district’s per­ 
centage of the 1971 state popu­ 
lation. The number varies from 
four to seven. 
Each delegate is required un­ 
der the Florida primary law to 
stick by his candidate at the 
convention until he receives 
less than 35 per cent of the 
votes or releases his delegates. 


M E L T IN G POT 
A melting pot of the nation, 
Florida has many more facets 
than New Hampshire where, on 
March 7. the first shots were 
fired in the campaign. 
Florida is the red dirt coun­ 
try of the Panhandle, hard by 
the borders of Georgia and Ala­ 
bama. This is the old South- 
rural, redneck, conservative. 
This is George Wallace coun­ 
try-. And it is where Jackson 
hopes to cut the heart out of 
the Alabama governor’s sup­ 
port this go-around. 
Florida is the moonport of 
Cape Kennedy, where severe 
cutbacks in the space program 
turned prosperity into economic 
distress. This is where Sen. Ed­ 
mund Muskie of Maine may 
have hurt himself badly when 
he called the space shuttle a 
11 boondoggle.n If the shuttle 
comes to the Cape, it means 
50.000 jobs and new life for the 
area. 
In Florida. President Nixon 
has nothing to fear as he seeks 
Republican renomination. Ex­ 
perts consider him a shoo-in 
against his two opponents, 
Reps. Paul McCloskey of Cali­ 
fornia and John Ashbrook of 
Ohio. 
McCloskey ended his cam­ 
paign for the presidency Friday 
and announced his would seek 
the Republican party’s nomina­ 
tion in California’s newly cre­ 
ated 17th Congressional District. 
For the Democrats, this is 
the acid test. 
Dr. Manning J. Dauer, Uni­ 
versity of Florida political sci­ 
ence professor, believes only 
three Democratic candidates 
will emerge unscathed. 
“The polls show Muskie. Wal­ 
lace and Humphrey all close to 
30 per cent,” Dauer said. “Wal­ 
lace ought to carry three, and 
maybe four congressional dis­ 
tricts in North Florida. I don’t 
think Jackson is about to cut 
substantially into his vote. 


P IC K S M U S K IE 
“I think Muskie will beat 
them all out. He comes closer 
than anybody else to hitting the 
mood of the state.” 
In electing 'Gov. Reubin Ask­ 
ew and “the walking senator,” 
Lawton Chiles, in 1970, Florida 
showed a strong desire for new 
faces. This desire should help 
Muskie, Dauer said. “Many 
think Humphrey is over the 
hill.” 
Floridians didn’t trust some 
of their former officials and 
they don’t trust Washington, ei­ 
ther, says Jim Minter. an aide 
to House Speaker Richard Pet­ 
tigrew. 
<:‘A national sunshine law for 
a platform would be a real win­ 
ner,” he suggested. 
The implication was not lost 
on Muskie and another Demo­ 
cratic contender. Sen. George 
McGovern of .South Dakota. 
McGovern said Congress ought 
to adopt such a law. Muskie 
praised Florida for having gov­ 
ernment “more open than in 
any other state in history.” 
“The issue,” added Demo­ 
cratic Rep. Shirley Chisholm of 
New York, the only black and 
the only worn,an running for 
president, “is that the Ameri­ 
can people no longer trust their 
political leaders.”

SOLID DEM O CRAT 
For nearly a century, it was 
a solid Democrat state. The 
Democratic 
primaries 
were 
decisive because the party’s 
candidates always were elect­ 
ed. 
Thus, Northern and Midwest­ 


ern Republicans immigrating 
into the state in large numbers 
registered as Democrats to 
have a voice in choosing state 
and local officeholders. But 
when the general elections 
came around, they could still 
vote for GOP presidents. 
Twice, in a state that was 
three-fourths Democrat, 
Re­ 
publican President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower won. In 1960. Nixon 
carried Florida with 
796,000 


votes to 749.000 for John F.l 
Kennedy. 
Lyndon B. Johnson brought 
Florida back into the Democrat 
fold in .1964 but his margin over 
Barry Goldwater was slim 
compared with his landslide ini 
the rest of the nation. 
Nixon again carried Florida 
in 1968' but Wallace, running on 
the American Independent Par­ 
ty ticket, denied him a major­ 
ity.

Democrats also bolted their 
party to elect Claude Kirk in 
1966 to be the first GOP gover­ 
nor since Reconstruction, and 
to send Republican Ed Gurney 
to the U.S..

Healing is 
'Success' 


WASHINGTON CAP) - Suc­ 
cessful use of electric current 
to stimulate healing of a rare, 
congenital bone-defect in a 14- 
year-old 
boy 
who 
otherwise 
faced amputation of a leg was 
reported today by a team of 
New York city researchers. 
The case marked only the 
second known time that elec­ 
tricity has been employed suc­ 
cessfully in promoting human 
bone-healing. 
Dr. Leroy S. La vine of Down 
state Medical Center, Brooklyn, 
and several of his associates 
there and at Newf York Univer­ 
sity told about it in a report to 
the technical journal Science. 
Lavine said the researchers 
believe the “success” achieved 
against 
the 
rare 
condition- 
even 
though 
only 
a 
single 
case—warrants 
application 
of 
the electric technique “to other 
less-rare 
problems, 
such 
as 
non-union and delayed healing 
of fractures.” But he said much 
additional basic research must 
be done before the technique is 
used extensively In humans. 
The case reported involved a 
condition called “human con­ 
genital 
pseudarthrosis of tne 
t i bi a * ’—a
